You would 
think so from the approaches some 
school graduates are making in 
their search for jobs in 1954. 


Carolyn P. Green, employment 


consultant of the New York State 
Employment Service, is quoted oy 
one of our trade bulletins' as say- 
ing: 


"Young people, like all of us, 


show a certain inertia in ad- 
justing their thinking and emo- 


(jttional attitudes to a changing 


economic world." As an exam- 
ple, the bulletin continues, she 
told of a young man who came 
into the office asking for a' job 
at $1.75 an hour. After counsel- 
ing and testing, the applicant 
decided he would like to find 
work in a machine shop, but he 
was unwilling to accept an ap- 
prenticeship opening. The train- 
ing was too long ana; the salary 
too small. 


/JFhis job applicant had heard, of 
course,' about the search for man- 
power and the disregard for special 
knowledge or skill during the War 
years—but the significance of the 
nation's gradual return to normal 
economy had entirely escaped him. 


Not even a war can repeal the 


apprenticeship requirement per- 
manently for the young person ex- 
pecting to enter—and stay in—pri- 
vate industry or trade. 


Private enterprise asks of the in- 
t 


idual that he produce one of 
ee things: Money as an investor, 


or experience, or 
genius, as 
a 


worker. And the greatest of these 
is experience. 


Money may be lost. 
Genius may prove unrealistic in
